Correcting Child Who Mauls Playr-.a‘es 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ “Dear Dr. Myers: Your advice 
in your daily column has been of 
great value to me and when the 
occasion arises I frequently quote 
you. 

“Before I present my problem, 
Il give you in brief such parts 
of my little boy’s rearing as I feel 
will help you understand his gen- 
eral characteristics. He was two 
years old last July. In others’ 
opinions as well as my own, he 
was a model baby. I always held 
him while giving him the bottle 
and gave and still give him plenty 
of loving and cuddling simply be- 
cause I was and am so very fond 
of him. I followed the doctor’s in- 
structions in caring for him and 
he says I’ve done a good job on 
him. He is happy, big, husky, and 
healthy and yet refined of fea- 
tures. He is apparently bright. 

“He is very fond of books and 
will even stop playing to come on 
my lap with one or more of his 
books for me to read to him. My 
reading consists of a synopsis of 
the printed matter under the 
picture with the accompanying 
sounds. The Mother Goose I leave 
as is. Only the first verse will hold 
his attention so that is all I read 
him at present. He sometimes 
gives the sound effects of the fa- 
vorite pictures before I get the 
picture told. He will sit volun- 
tarily for at least thirty minutes 
with his books and my reading to 
him. Frequently he picks up books 
and magazines and ‘reads’ them 
himself calling off what he sees in 
the pictures. If he is not sure 
about something he asks me and 
I give him the right name of the 
object. 

A Play Problem 


“He enjoys going places, par- 
ticularly the park and _play- 
grounds. We also have fun sing- 
ing and dancing together. Also he 
likes to help make beds and roll 
pastry, etc.

They just cry a 
little and won’t push him in re- 
turn. Should I just continue the 
spankings? 

“Before I married I taught 
Junior High Science in a large 
city. Wheyeas, I may know a little 
about the behavior of the ado- 
lescent and how to help him I am 
rather at a loss as to what to do 
in the above problem of my little 
boy. Please help me.” 


The Doctor’s Solution 


My reply: You have done so 
well in bringing up your child that 
I hesitate to offer any suggestions. 
You are right in giving him in- 
stant pain, preferably a snanking, 
when he pushes the little girls; 
only you need to be more vigilant. 
Also the more kind things you can 
induce him to do for them at other 
times the less he will incline to 
push them. 

But he needs to be with boys or 
girls his size whom he can't push 
around and who wi!l punish him 
for pushing them. 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. Please tell me how to handle 
a two year old girl who is inclined 
to be stubborn and refuses to pay 
any attention when told to do 
something? Should I ignore it 
much of the time and ask her to 
do things instead of telling her to 
do them? 

A. Yes; and when you ask her 
let her choose, but learn skill in 
winning her to comply; there will 
be no occasion for punishment 
then. But when you tell her not 


to do something punish her imme- 
diately if she fails to obey.

MODERNIZATION 
SHOWS GAINS — 


Sharp Pick-Up In New Home 
Proposals Shown During 
First Month Of Year 


New-home construction applica- 
tions under the FHA program last 
month showed a sharp increase 
over a year ago, Federal Housing 
Administrator Abner H. Ferguson 
announced recently. 


A total of 14,388 small-home 
mortgages aggregating $67,656,550, 
covering new homes to be construct- 
ed under FHA inspection, were se- 
lected for appraisal during Janu- 
ary. This represented an increase of 
33 per cent in both number and 
amount over January 1940, when 
10,824 new home mortgages total- 
ing $51,035,950 were selected for ap- 
praisal. 

The volume of new home mort- 
Gage insurance applications selected 
was 13 per cent larger than the $60,- 
100,480 applications selected the 
month before. This was a consider- 
ably sharper pick up than occurred 
a year ago when the January vol- 
ume was only 5 per cent over the 
preceding month. 


Aided in part by more favorable 
weather conditions that last Win- 
ter, new home construction start- 
ed under FHA inspection last month 
Showed a gain of 37 per cent over 
a year ago as contracted with the 
13 per cent gain shown in Decem- 
ber. 


The average weekly figure on new | 


homes started under FHA inspec- 
tion during January was 2,397, com- 
pared with 2605 in December and 


1750 in January 1940. These figures | 
exclude new small homes financed | 
by loans insured under Title 1 of | 


the National Housing Act. 
Property improvement and moder- 


nizatioon loans insured under Title | 


1 also showed gains over last year. 
A total of 53,983 such loans in the 
amount of $22,390,000 were reported 
for insurance during January, com- 
pared with $26,475,454 in December 
and $20,491,229 in January, 1940.

carried out an impressive series of 
troop landings in Kwangtung pro- 
vince, in South China just north of 
Indo China. A force estimated at 
70,000 troops was said to be con- 
centrated on Hainan Island and a 
fleet of 100 warships was crushing 
southward of the Indo Chinese 
coast. 


Two deadlines for Indo China 
were said to have been set. One was 
10 a. m. EST today by which hour 
Tokyo expects the French to agree 
to the cessions to Thailand. The 
other is 10 a. m. EST Friday by 
which hour a full settlement of the 
Thailand controversy is demanded. 


Sonce the French have given sub- 
stantial indications they are bowing 
to Japanese pressure, the massive 
military and naval concentrations 
appeared likely to have more far- 
reaching motives than intimidation 
of Indo China. 


Another clue to the close coordi- 
nation of Japan’s far eastern threat 
with Axis action in Europe was af- 
forded when Tokyo revealed that 
Maj. Gen. Eugen Ott, German am- 
bassador to Japan, is leaving for 
Berlin in a day or two to consult on 
Japan’s role. t was said he is go- 
ing to Berlin because of the “im- 
minence of German landing opera- 
tions” against Britain.
